To (hat signal she 
responds with (he familiar "Number, please'?" 


After your connection has been made wi|lh the other 
person,.(here arc no lights on the switchboard until your 
receivers are placed on the switchhooks again, which 
signals mean, fo the operator, that the conversation has 
ended.
